Mongſt theſe now, my Lord, I con- 
A ceive there are none more proficable 
and neceſſary, than to be firſt well inſtru&- 
cd ones ſelf , before we advance on this 
enterpriſe, concerning the order, and the 
method which we ought preciſely to ob- 
ſerve to accompliſh irs end. And this may 
be effe&ed by rwo means, ſufficiently cafie 
and ſecure. The Firſt is,to-take the counſel 
and advice of ſuch as are able to give ir, con- 
cert and animate us vis voce : ſuppoſing 
that they.are capable to do it 3 men of Let- 
ters, ſober and judicious, and who by being 
thus qualified, are able ro ſpeak to the pur- 
poſe, diſcourſe and reaſon well upon every 
ſubje& 3 or for that they alſo are purſuing 
the ſame Enterpriſe wich the eſteem an 
reputation of berter. ſucceſle, and to pro- 
ceed therein with more induſtry, precau- 
-rion,and judgment than others do z ſuch as

ous in every one of theirs, The Second 1s, 
to conſult, and diligently ro colle& thoſe 
few Precepts that may be deduc'd from the 
Books of ſome Authors, who have written 
bur fleightly- upon this marrer ; as for in- 
ſtance , The Counſel of Baptiſta Carvonins, 
the Philob1blrow of Richards de Bury, the 
life of YViacentins PHelli, the Books of Poſ- 
ſevine\ de cultura tngenioram, of that which 
Lipſius has made concerning Libraries, and 
of all the ſeveral Tables, Indexes, and Cata- 
logzes 3 and govern ones ſelf by the greateſt 
and moſt renowned Bibliotheques which 
Were evet creed : ſince to purſue the ad-

. vate, wichus, or amangſt ſtcangers z but al- 
ſo of the Studies and Cabizets, which for 
nor being much knownn,or viſited, remain 
buried in perpetual filence : A thing which 
will no way appcar quotk it we conſider 
four or five principal reaſons, which have 
cauſed me to cſtabliſh this propoſition. The 
firſt whereof is, That a man can do nothing 
in imitation of other Librarics, unleſle by 
the means of, their Catalogues he have 
knowledge of what they contain, The ſec- 
cond, For that they are able to inſtru us 
concerning the Books themſelves,the place, 
the time, and the form of their Impreſſion, 
The third, Becauſe that a minde which is 
ſrnerons and nobly born, ſhould have a Ue- 


reand an ambition ro aſſemble, as in one 


heap, whatſoever the others poſſcfle in par- 
ticular, ut que diviſs beatos effitiunt, 1» ſe 
mixts fluant.

which he purchasd them; his reaſons 
ſeemed to bggdo pertinent, that I ſhall ne- 
ver otherwiſe think, but thar he is a perſon 
the beft verſed in the knowledge of Books, 
and diſcourſes of them with more experi- 
ence and judgment, than any man wharſo- 
eyer, not only in Fraxce,but in all the world 


belides. - 
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CHAP. 1II: 
The Number of Bocks which are requiſite. 


He firſt Difficulty having been thus 
| deduced and explain'd, that which 
ought to follow and approach us neereſt, 
obliges us to enquire, if it be to purpoſe to 
make any great proviſion of Books, td ren- 
der thereby our Library famous, if nor by 
the quality of them, yet at leaſt by the ua- , 
parallel'd and prodigious quantity of its 
Volumes ? For ic is certainly the opinionof 
very many, that Books are like ts the Laws 
and Sentences of che Juriſconſults, which 
(as one faycs) eftimantur pondere & qual; - 
tate, 30% numero 3 and that it appertains.to 
him only,ro diſcourſe handſomely upon any 
Point ot Learning, who is leaſt converſant 
in the ſeveral Readings of thoſe Authors 
which have written upon it : and really, 
it ſeems that thoſe gallant Precepts, and 
Moral Advertiſements of Sexecs, Paretur - 
Librorum quantum ſatis eft, nihil in appara= 
tum : | Onerat diſtemem turba , #0n ipſtruit, .

\venecd only fix our ſelves. upon the great 
difference which there is berween rhe In- 
duſtry of a particular man,and the Ambition 
of him who would appear conſpicuous by 
che Fame of his Bibliotheque : or 'rwixe 
him that alone defires to ſatisfie himſelf, 
and him that only ſecks to gratifie and ob- 
lige the Publique, For certain ir is, that all 
rheſe precedent reafons point only to tie 
Inſtruftion of thoſe who would judiciouſly, 
and with order and method, make tome 
progreſs in the Faculty which chcy purſue z 
or rather, to| the condemnation of thule 
that ſhew themſelves ſufficiently knowing, 
and pretend to great abilities, albeit chey 
no more diſcern this vaſt heap of Books, 
which they have already aſſembled, chen 
did thoſe crooked perſons ( to whom King 
Alphonſus was wont to compare them ) 
. that huge bunch which they carried bee 
hind their Back ; which is really very ſca- 
ſonably reproch'd by Seneca, in the places 
before alledged ; and in plainer rerms yerz.

H* now , my Lord , ſhewed by 
theſe three firſt Points, what one 
ought to purſue to inform himſelf in the e- 
recting of a Library z with what quantity 
of Books it is expedient to furniſh ir, and 
of what quality they ought to be choſen : 
Thar which now enſues , 15 roenquire , by 
what mcans a man may procure them,and 
what we are to do for the uM 
augmentation of chem : Upon all which , 
I ſhall cruly affirm , char che firſt precepr 
which is to be given on this ſubjeQ, is, thar

who'employed a thouſand denariz for thoſe 
of Philolaw 5 Beſſarins, who bought thirty 
chouſand Crowns worth of Greek Books ; 
Hurtado de Mendotg, who procured a great 
Ships' fraighr,* ont; of rhe Levant z Picus 
Mgrandila, who expended ſcven thouſand 
Crowns in' Hebrew Manuſcripts , Chaldean, 
and others 3 and in brief , that King of 
Prance who' engaged his Gold and' Silver 
Plate to have a Copy of tfamnniﬀ, a Book 
belonging ro the Library of rhe Phyſitians 
of this City, as it is reſtified ar large in 
the antient Patent and Regiſters of their 
Faculry: 
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ral gallant perſons , whether 
they have not lett fome Manuſcripts which 
they would part withall , feeing it fre- 
quently comes ro paſs, that the greateſt 
number of them never print half of their 
works ; being either prevented by their 
death, or hindred by the expence, the ap- 
prehenſion of many cenſures and judge- 
ments, the fear of not coming well off, 
the liberty of their diſcourſe, thcir mode- 
ſty, and orher the like reaſons which have 
depriv'd us of many Books of Poftellu,Bo- 
ain, Marſillits, Paſſeratius, Maldonat, 8c, 
whoſe Maryſcripts are frequently lighted 
upon 1n particular mens ſtudies,or in Book- 
ſellers ſhops. In like manner alſo ought 


' one to. know from year to year , what 


Trafs the moſt learned. Regents of the 
neighbouring #7iverſities are to read , as 
well initheir publique Claſles,as in particu- 
lar , thereby to procure Copies to be writ- 
ten 3 and by this means caſily obrain a 
world of pieces, -as good and eſtimable as 
are many Manuſcripts which are dearly 
bought for their age and antiquity; for in- 
ſtance , the Treatiſe of the. Drutdes of M, 
Marſillizs ; The Hiſtory and Treatiſe of 
Magiſtrates of - 4. Granger z, © 
br {, Belurgey ; the ſundry 
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Erefing of a Library. * 
writings of 34, M. Dautruy , H{ambert Se- 
gun, of du Val, of Artis ; aud ina word, 
of the moſt renouned Profeflors of all 
France. 

Finally , one that had as great an affe- 
Aion for Books as the Steur YVincentiw P i- 
nell;, may alſo, as he did , viſit the Shops 
of thoſe who often buy old Papers or 
Parchments, to ſee if there norhing chance 
into their hands that may be worthy the 
colleion for a Library ; And in truth, 
we ſhould be much encouraged in this par- 
ticular , by rhe example of «P9911 , who 
found Quntilian upon the Counter of a 
Cooks ſhop, during the time that he was ar 
the Councelof Conflance, as allo by that of 
Papi Maſſonims,who encountred Agobar- 
aus in a Starioners (ſhop , who was ready 
to cover his Books with it 5 and of Aſco- 
m1 , Which has been given to us by a like 
chance : Bur foraſmuch , nevercheleſle, 
tag this expedient is a [..; as extraordinary 
as 1s their aff:tion who make ule of it ; 
I ſhall rather chooſe to leave ic to their diſ- 
cretion, "than preſcribe it as a general and 
neceſſary rule.

His conſideration of the place which 

* ought to be made choice of to efr- 
rc& and eſtabliſh a Library in, would well 
rake up as long a diſcourſe as any of the 
precedent , could the Precepts which one 
might give be executed with as-much faci- 
lity, as thoſe which we have already dedu- 
ced and explitated above : 1., faraſmuch 
as ir onely apperrains to thoſe who would 
build places expreſly for this purpole, pre- 
ciſely to obſerve all the rules and circum- 
ſtances which depend on rhe ArchiteRure, 
many particularities being weefiaily oþ- 
liged to ſubmit to the divers ſhapes of their 
dwellings, to place their Library as conye- 
niently as they cans and to ſpeg$. ſe- 
riouſly, I conceive ir the ſole occafion 
which has perſwaded Architefs ro add no- 
thing to what Yitruvim« has ſajd thereupon, 
Howbeit , not to publiſh this advice lame 


and imperfe&, I ſhall offer you my opinion + 
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ort, to the end that every body may 
| g to his power ,

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' houſe the moſt retired from the noiſe and

As to what concerns then the {ituation, 
where one would build , or choole a place

that does aragque Books inſcn{ibly, and chae 
the Garrets and Chambers above may. pre- 
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ſerve it from intemperatures of the air z 
as rhoſe whoſe roofs are low quickly re- 
ſent the incommodiry of the. rain, ſnow, 
and heats; | Which if there be no means 
calily ro avoid, yerought one ar leaſt robe 
caretul that they aſcend ro them by four 
or five ſteps, as | have obſerved in the Am- 
broſran at Milan; and the higher the better, ' 
and rhar as well in reſpe& ot irs beauty, as 
to avoid th& famed inconveniences 3 0- 
therwiſe , the place beirtz humid , and ill 
ſiruared , you nwmſt of neceffiry have re- 
courſe ro mats or tapiſtries , to line the 
walls withall , and to the ſtove or chim- 
ney, in which nothing muſt be conſumed 
ſave wood, which will burn wichout ſmoke, 
to hear and dry the raom during the win - 
ter, and other wet ſeaſons of the year.

thirty chouland men the name of an Army,

And there 
fore, in preſcribing the order which one 
might thence obſerve,you muſt conſider thar 
there are two ſorts of Manuſcripts, and that 
thoſe which are of a juſt Nene and Bulk 
may be marrtial'd as other Books are ; wich 
this precaution nevertheleſs, that in caſe 
there be any of great conſcquence, prohibi« 
ted, and defended, rhey be placed upon the 
upmoft ſhelves , and wirhout any exceriour 
Title, that (o chis may be the fartheſt diſtant 
both from hand and eye, and ſo neither to 
be known nor handled but at the diſcretion

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Ir being ſufficient co have good Copies 
drawn from ſuch as are moſt famous in the 
profeſſion of Letters 3 that thereby a man 
may at once make judgement of rhe' wit 
of rhe Auchours by their Books, and vyheir 
bodies , figure, and phyſiognomy by theſe Pi- 
tures and Images, which joyn'd ro the de-

lives, may ſerve, in my opinion, as a puiſlane 
ſpurre ro cxcire a generous and well-boxn

Inftruments, Globes , Mapps , 
Spheres, Pifures, Animals, Stones, and other 
curioſities as well Artificial as Natural, which

So far was'it one of the principal Maximes 
of the moſt ſimptuous and ſplendid amonz(t 
the Romazs, or of thoſe who were moſt afte- 
Red co the publique good , to enrich many 
of thoſe Libraries , to bequeath anddceftine 
them afterwards to the uſe of all the learned 
men 3 ſo that even according torie calcula- 
tion of Peter:s Vir, there were nine atd 
ewebty at Rome, and as Pulla4,us reparts, 
thirty ſeven ,. which were ſo evident indica- 
tions of the gratid;eur , magritficerice ,"and 
ſumpruoficy of the Romans , that Parciralss 


had reaſon toattribure to our negligencegabd * © 
to ranze amonglt noſe, memorable chinggof. 
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Antiquity,which deſcended not to our times, 
theſe aſlured teſtimonies of the opulency, and 
good affeRtion ef the Antients rowards thoſe 
who made profeſſion of Lerters z and that 
witch ſomuchHnore reaſon,as that there are ar 
preſent, as far as I can underſtand, none fave 
thoſe of the Xxight Bodley in Oxford ; of Car- 
dinal Borromew at Milan , of the Auguftize 
Fryers at Rome, where one may freely enter, 
and without difficulty ; all the reſt, as thar 
of Muretw , Fulvins Urfinus, Montalto, and 
the Vatican, Of Medicis, and Petrus Vifkor, 
at Florence ; of Beſſarion, ar Venice x; of St. 
Anthony of Padoua ; of rhe Jacobins , at 
Boulogne ; of the Auguitenes, art Cremona 3 
of Cardinal Siripazdws, ar Naples 3 of Fre- 
derick , Duke of #rb;m; of Numnneſews, at 
Barcelona, of Ximenes , at Compluteneez of 
Ranzovim, at Brandeburg ; of Foulcres , ar 
Auſbourg ;, aud finally , the Kings at S. Y*- 
for, _ of 2M. deT.at Paris, winh arc all 
of them fair and admirable z but neither 
open to every one, nor ſocaſic of acceſs, as 
are the three precedent : for to ſpeak of 
the Ambrefian of Milan onely , and ſhew 
how (by the ſame means) ir. ſurpaſles as 
well in greatneſs and magnificence, as in ob- 
liging the publique, many of thoſe that were 
even amongſt the Romaxs 3 is it not a thing 
— alrogerher excragtdinary,, that any one may 
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come into it, almoſt ar all hours he will, ſta 
as eg ache pleaſes, ſee, read, extrat = 
Authors he deſires ; have all the means and 
conveniences to do ir , be it in publique or 

articular , and rhat without any other la- 
r, than viſiting it himſelt ar the ordi- 
nary dayes, and hours, placing timſclf in the 
ſears deſtin'd for this purpoſe, .and asking of 
the Bibhothecary for thoſe Books which he 
deſires ro make uſe of, or of any three of his 
ſervants, who are well ſtipendiated,and en- 
rertain'd as well for the ſervice of the L:- 
brary, as of all thoſe who come every day 
thirher to ſtudy in it. 

Bur to regulate this Lberty with cvilicy , 
and all thoſe precautions which are requiſite, 
I ſuppoſe it would be expedient tomakeele- 
tion and choice. in the firſt place of ſome 
honeſt perſon, learned, and well experienc'd 
in Books, to give, together with the charge 
and requiſite ſtipends, the title and quality of 
Bibliothecary unto, as we ſee ithas been pra- 
Ris'd in all the moſt renoun'd - Libraries, 
where divers gallant men have alwayes 
«hought themſelves much honoured in cxe- 
cuting this charge , and have rendred it moſt 
illuſtrious and recommendable by their grear 
learning and capacity ; as for inſtance, Deme- 
JS tru Phalerins,Callcmmachw, Apollontus, Alexano - 

arins, Ariftoxenu,$% Zenodatw,who bad the = 
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charge heretofore of that of 

Yarro and Hyginw , who govern'd that 'on 
Mount Palatinns at Rome's | Ltidyatms ' and 


Agobardis , that of the Iſland Barke near 


Lyons under Charlemaine ; Petrus Diaronus 
chat of Mount Cafſin 3 Platima, Eugubmu and 
Sirlettws, that of the Vatican ; Sabell:ws that 
of Venice ; Wolphins of Baſil; Greuter that 
of Heidelbwigh ; Douza and Paulus Meruls 
that of Leyden. , whom the learned Hernfpns 
has ſucceeded ; as after Bude, Goſſelin, 
and Caſaubon, 1. Rigauittus does at prefent 
govern the Brblotheque Royal eſtabliſhed by

Afrer all-which it fall bevery rcquifite ro 
make two Catalogues of all the Books contat- 
ned in the Library , in one whereof they 
ſhould be ſo preciſely diſpos'd according ro 
their ſeveral Hfatters and Faralties, rhat one 
may ſee $&know in the ewinkling of aneye,all 
che Authors which do meer there upot: the 
firſt fubje& chat ſhall come into ones head ; 
and in the other , they fhould be taichfully 
rangedand reduced under an A[phabettral or- 
der of their Authouys., as well ro avoid the 
buying of chem twice , as to know what are 


wanting ,, and ſarisfie a number of perſons 
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Which being thus eſtabliſhedzthe advamage 
tobe gained 8 tn my opinion extreamly im- 
porcantz be it 1n reſpect:tothe parcicular pro= 
fir which tbe Owrer and Bibliotherary (may 
thereby-receive, or. in regard of che renown 
to be acquired by their communicatioh with 
every body 3 that we may not belike ro thoſe 
avaritious perſons , who take no felicity in 
their riches ; or to that malicious Serpent , 
who ſuffered none to approach and gather
